Russia has a history dating back some 
centuries, yet she presents a case of premature 


histories. In our country we measure time by years, 
not epochs, and are getting to measure things by 
months, not years. But among the older nations a 
few centuries more or less count for little. In 
Russia development has scarcely niore than begun. 
She is a gigantic political entity apparently going 
to pieces from the burden of her own bulk. 

With Turkey it is different. This hoary old sinner 
| among the nations has reached a stage of existence 
which may be characterized as the decrepitude of 
age. It is not like old Adams, in Shakespeare, a 

old age, “kindly but frosty.” it is the decrepi- 
tude of a debauchee which has burned the candle 
at both ends, or emptied the barrel from spigot and 
bung. It would be a wise master-statesman, in our 
opinion, who would devise a way to resuscitate the 
Turkish nation, rehabilitate the government and 
gave it from absolute dissolution. 

There are few things in the history of nations

The 
Russians are really a great — are great 
intellectually and physically. are simple of 
life and manners, wholesome in ideas and exceed- 
ingly robust in physique.

And 
here through the impossibility of reaching the 
sea and building up an oversea commerce, through 
the horrible corruption practiced in the bureau- 
cratic form of government which curses the country, 
this giant nation seems destined to perish before it 
reaches anything like a stage to be compared to

UR NEW LIBRARY LAW. 

California has, by the library legislation of 
the late session of the Legislature, fairly entered 
the very front rank of progressive States. Although 
the New England States, particularly the State of 
Massachusetts, have provided nearly all their towns 
with free public libraries, it must be remembered 
that the combined area of these States is but two- 
fifthe the area of California. Massachusetts itself 
is but a trifle larger than the county of Los Angeles: 


furnishing of library privileges to residents outside 
of California cities. One has been the adherence 
to the old style of library administration; this has 


establishment of branch libraries and even of deliv- 
ery wagons (in the State of Maryland,) for the 
transportation of books to remote parts of counties. 

The other drawback has been the lack of neces- 
sary legislation—a deficiency which has just been 
met by the passage of the county library law, 


Authority is given under this law to the 
county Supervisors to contract with city libraries 
to assume the functions of a county library and 


with books, without charge. Or, the Supervisors 
may establish a separate county library, to be main- 
tained by taxation of rural property solely, and 
whose books shall be circulated wholly in regions 
outside of eities which maintain libraries of their 


own. 

Boards of Supervisors may of their own motion 
establish and maintain such libraries; failing in 
this the new law requires such action within a year 
after the board is so petitioned by 51 per cent. of 
| the legal voters of the county. 

Librarians of these county libraries must be tech- 
nically qualified for their duties and be duly 
accredited before they can be appointed to their 
positions.

County Superintendent Estimates 
‘an Increase in the Number of Chil- 
dren at Eight Thousand Over Last 
VYear—issues Instructions to the 
Countere—List of Appointments. 


An the sweet in Los An- 
geles county are to put upon the 
list,-and other children under 17 will 
also take their places in the columns 
of the school census, the taking of 
which will begin today and last for 
two weeks. Every child between the 
ages of 5 and 17 years will mean $16 
extra to the school district in which 
its parents or guardian resides. 

“Don't hide them,” is the advice 
given by Mark Keppel, County Super- 
intendent of Schools, to all parents. 

The census, with 148 marshals to 
handle it, must be completed by April 
30, and the reports filed by May 10. 
Last year the census showed a total 
of 112,000 children in this county un- 
der 17 years of age; this year Super- 
intendemt Keppel expects the number 
will reach approximately 120,000. There 
were 84,615 youngsters enumerated last 
year between 5 and 17 years old, but 
this year the estimate is that they 
—— amount to between 89,000 and 


000. 
Euch of the 148 school districts in the 
county will have a census marshal, 
while in the large ones the marshals 
Will be assisted by deputies. Yester- 
day Superintendent Keppel issued his 
instructions to all marshals regarding

FOREIGN STAGE. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

LONDON, March 17.—Gertie Miner 
has been giving her impressions of 
New York, and while they are but 
surface impressions, they are never- 
theless interesting. 

I think that what first struck me 
most, she says, “was the noise of 
the overhead trains, I had, after hav- 
ing been in dear old London for quite 
a few years, almost persuaded myself 
that certain streets there—the Strand, 
the leading city thoroughfares, and 
West End streets, for example—were 
really horribly noisy, But in compari- 
son to the leading American streets, 
London’s ‘bye-ways and lanes’ seemed 
to me, after a short experience of New 
York traffic, perfect havens of rest, 
and many a time I started across the 
road, but jumped back again with my 
heart in my mouth after I had got 
only a few yards. 

„Are English people too polite? is 
a problem which struck me most 
forcibly after I had been in New York 
only a few days. In America, not with 
any idea of being rude, or with the 
least desire in the world to offend, 
‘pleases’ and ‘thank yous’ would seem 
to be tabooed by some unwritten law 
and by common consent. For instance, 
the cabman who takes your fare 
would as soon think of trying to fly 
across the Atlantic in an aéroplane as 
of saying ‘thank you;’ the waiter to 
whom you pay vou bill probably 
would have a fit on the spot if he 
thought that he was expected to * 
‘thank vou; in fact, thank yous’ a 
‘pleases’ are practically, non-existent 
across the water. ' 

“The American hotels and restau- 
rants are just too wonderful for 
words. The hotels. indeed, are simply 
palatial, and, although I have not been 
a very extensive traveler, I think I 
am correct in saying that a first-class 
American hotel is just about the best 
possible. You just go into your apart- 
ment, close the door. and there you 
have everything you can possibly wish 
—bedroom, private sitting-room, bath- 
room, telephone and all the ‘delicacies 
of the season’ are yours. In fact, you 
can sit in your suite and try and rack 
your. brains to find anything vou 
haven't got for a month without suc- 
cess.”"

it Is Possible That Output Will Ex- 
ceed Present Figures as Trees Are 
in Fine Shape and Weather Condi-

E. MONTE, April 14. As 
for the purchase of hemp sacks, which 
are contracted for this season in the 
Calcutta, India, market, members of 
the Mountain View Walnut Growers’ 
Association have completed a tentative 


estimate of this season's crop of nuts. 


It is. placed at fifty cars of ten tons 


each; or about 23 per cent. less than 
last year.’ 


Tt is possible that the crop will ex- 


ceed the estimate. Trees are in prime 
condition, and weather conditions have 


been perfect. So far there has been 


no dropping, and the blight is not 
progressing. The lighter crop is d 

to the trees’ habit of bearing heavier 
in alternate years. Only a smal! acre- 
age of young trees come into bearing 


this season, but the output of the dis- 
trict win be increased by the crop 


of about 1000 acres of bearing trees 
next year. j 


The past season was the most pros- 
pero in the experience of the local 
ation. More than $125,000 was 
paid orchardists for their crop, the 
last three cars of which are now be- 
ing loaded for shipment. The associa- 
tion has increased its facilities, and 
now has $8000 invested in buildings 
and equipment. : 

Ten new members have joined the 
association. At the annual election of 
officers, M. R. Williams was elected 
president and E. B. Jones, secretary 
and manager, for their eighth consec- 
utive term. 

Twelve thousand sacks will be re- 
quired’ for the crop now on the trees. 
The average price paid by the associa- 
tion in past years is 15 certs each. By 
contracting for them in the spring a 
saving of 20 per cent. is effected.
